THE EOYPTKW Giric AJIABIC TitEE (Aca- 


cut fern i.)—This spmi-tropical tree, or, more 
properly, shiub, rarely exceeds fifteen feet in 
height, and is remarkable for its peculiar crook- 
ed-shaped trunk. Its foliage is of a pale giiien 
color, and may be said to be the most beautiful 
ol the acacia family. It pnts forth its dowers 
In March, audits seeds which grow in a hard 
coriaceous pod, somewhat 
resembling 
the 


acacia jambosia, and Its seed those of thelupina 
which yields a reddish dye, used by tanners In 
the preparation of leather. This tren, which 
affords the finest gum arabic of commerce, is a 
native of the sandy desert of Arabia, Egypt 
and Ihe western parts of Asia; it also grows 
abundantly In Barbury and other parts of 
Afnca, particularly on the Atlas Mountains. In 
Cairo and Alexandra, in Egypt, many streets 
are adorned with this tree, which ar« set on 
either side. In Morocco, where this trea is 
called "Attelep," large quantities of this »ntn 
are collected for export. The trunk of this tree 
is covered with a smooth, gray bark, while that 
ol the branches is of a yellowish green or pur- 
ple tinge. At the base of the leaves there are 
two opposite awl-shaped spines, growing nearly 
erect, and having a slight glanduUr swclline be- 
low. 
The wood is hard, and takes a pood'pol- 


ish. 
The gum exudes spontaneously from the 


bark of the trunk and branches of the trte in a 
softer nearly fluid state, and hardensTjy expo- 
sure lo the air or to the h«at of tho sun. The 
more sickly the tree tbe more gum it jields 
and the hotter the weather the more proliBc it 
is. A wet winter and a cool or mild summer 
are unfavorable to the crop. The gum be«ins 
to flow in E^ypt in December, in Florida in 
March, immediately after or near the time of 
the flowering of the tree. Afterward, as the 
weather becomes hotter, incisions are generally 
mado through the bark to assist the exudation 
of the gum. The gum, when new,emits a 
faint smell, and when stowed m the warehouse 
it may be heard to ciack spontaneously for 
several weeks, and this cracking is the surest 
criterion of new gum, as it never does so when 
old. 
Several kinds of gnin, yielded by different 


trees, arn occasionally to be met with, but

DISGUST—A writer" i" thelicvue dot Diiex 


Mtndcs says that disgust, on ultimate analjsis, 
will be found to bo an instinctive sentiment of 
protection, varying with species, and with the 
alimentation, habits and education of individ- 
uals. It is in consequence of the hereditary in- 
stinct which has apprised our ancestors that cer- 
tain animals and substances might be danger- 
ous for us. He points out that disgust some- 
times attaches to the total form of objects, and 
may diminish and become extinct as scientific 
analysis disjoins the parts of the repugnant 
whole. Thus a spider, viewed as a hoi*, is a re- 
pulsive creature ; but take a leg or an eye of it 
and study in the microscope the marvelous ar- 
rangements of those organs, and the sight will 
awaken admiration instead of disgust.

tial or prospective vagrants who claim to beg 
only because they cannot find work. It should 
lully meet their case and provide such an 
amount aid variety of outdoor and indoor la- 
bor, as should not only pay the board but also 
something over for the poor bonne or asylum. 
If like a shuilar class in Japan, they ihould be 
sent ou,t by the institution with a auitofclothes 
and a little money as a reward for honest work, 
it would enhance the merit of the system. 


bucha workhouse must be established In a 


country town, with plenty of land for summer 
work, and as many mechanical Industries as 
prsctics,bl« for indoor employment in Winter. 
With such an Institution, every town and vil- 
lage could make a clean sweep of tramps, /or 
it could s«y to every one of the able-bodied va- 
grants : " There fo the workhouse, within a 
day's walk at tho faiUiest. There you will find 
plenty of work, and belter food and lodging 
than you can get by begging," This would test 
the motive of their vagrancy.

It owes $.1,300,000, and will probably be abl 
to pay eighty cents on the dollar if its secur 
ties are not put on the market loo suddenly. J 
had money enough on hand to run perhaps 
mouth longer, hut it was deemed better on a 
sides that it sVould go into the hands of a 
ceiver. It li.is failed because of injudicious in 
vestments in leal estate which shrunk most dt 
plorably, and because it locked up its capital > 
an expensive building. Two other hanks, bot 
small, aro quietly liquidating, and it is hope 
that this will settle mattcis, so far as this city i 
concerned. 


The receiver of the bank which shut up las 


week,—the Merchants', Farmeis' and Me 
ctianics'—lather unexpectedly found that tl: 
concembaduo assets whatever, and it wa 
doubtful if it would pay two per cent on an ii: 
deblndness of $000,000. This stirred him t 
righteous wrath, and he went before th« Gran 
Jury and had Sydney Myers, the ex-president 
indicted for embezzlement. The offender wa 
brought into court Wednesday evening an 
pleaded poverty, asking the Couit to assign 
him counsel. The bail, which was tomporaril 
fixed at $100,000 he wa? unable to give, and h 
spent the night In jail in company with a fe 
low accused of grand laiceny. The fat littl 
humbug; took things pathetically, and said h 
was rucking bis brains for ways and means t 
help his depositors; his heart bled for them an 
ho begged them to watch tue receiver to so 
tliat he did not abuse his trust. It if a ques 
tion whether the fello\v is insane or is a knav 
ish humbug. Ceitain it is that there are no as 
sets except pi,or mortgages and Northern Pa 
cific stock, and the puzzle is, what has becom 
of the money?
